In an about-face following a torrent of online 
protests, Facebook is backing off a change in its 
user policies while it figures how best to resolve 
questions like who controls the information 
shared on the social networking site. 

The site, which boasts 175 million users from 
around the world, had quietly updated its terms 
of use a couple of weeks ago. The changes 
sparked an uproar after popular consumer rights 
advocacy blog consumerist.com pointed them out 
Sunday, in a post titled “Facebook’s New Terms 
Of Service: ‘We Can Do Anything We Want 
With Tour Content. Forever.’ ” 

Facebook has since sought to reassure its 
users — tens of thousands of whom had joined pro- 
test groups on the site— that this is not the case. 
And on Wednesday morning, users who logged 
on to Facebook were greeted by a message saying 
that the site is reverting to its previous terms of 
use policies while it resolves the issues raised. 

Facebook spelled out that it “doesn’t claim 
rights to any of your photos or other content. We 
need a license in order to help you share informa- 
tion with your friends, but we don’t claim to own 
your information.” 

Facebook founder Mark Zuckerberg also 
acknowledged that a “lot of the language in our 
terms is overly formal and protective of the rights 
we need to provide this service to you.”

The top U.S. commander in Afghanistan on Wednesday welcomed 
the White House’s decision to send more combat troops, but cau- 
tioned that fighting will be difficult in the months ahead. 

“Even with these additional forces, I have to tell you that 2009 
is going to be tough year,” Gen. David McKiernan told a Pentagon 
news conference. 

President Obama on Tuesday approved the dispatching of 
17,000 more U.S. troops to Afghanistan to stabilize what he called 
a deteriorating situation. They include an Army combat brigade 
and a Marine expeditionary brigade and will join the approxi- 
mately 30,000 U.S. troops already there. 

McKiernan said the extra troops would be sufficient for what 
he believes needs to be done through summer, when the fighting 
tends to be heaviest. He described the Obama decision as meet- 
ing about two-thirds of his overall needs in combat capability 
over the coming three to five years. 


The White House has said it will not make further decisions 
about its next moves in Afghanistan until it has completed 
a strategic review of the war, in tandem with the Afghan 
government. 

McKiernan said the extra Army and Marine forces will have 
counterinsurgency capability but also be ready to conduct training 
with Afghan police forces. He said they will be sent to southern 
Afghanistan, where he said there have been insufficient security 
forces to confront the insurgents. 

The general described the situation in southern Afghanistan 
as a stalemate with Taliban insurgents. In addition to extra com- 
bat forces, more international civilian contributions are needed, 
McKiernan said. 

McKiernan said it is possible that he will be less reliant on air 
power, with the addition of more ground troops. Air strikes have 
been blamed for civilian casualties that have angered the Afghan 
population.

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CTA,RTA SNIPE OVER 
BUDGET GAP, BUT RIDERS 
STILL WAITING FOR FIX

As riders brace for the possibility of major cuts in service, the CTA and the 
organization that oversees transit spending couldn’t even agree Wednesday 
on the severity of a budget shortfall. And officials from both agencies clearly 
displayed a mutual mistrust of each other. 


Solutions to avoid higher fares, service cuts or 
both were in short supply at a meeting of the 
Chicago Transit Authority Board. 

The Regional Transportation Authority’s 
top officials, who requested an opportu- 
nity to explain a public funding shortfall of 
$58 million to the 
CTA for the year just 
ended in December, 
instead found them- 
selves broadsided by 
more bad news. 

CTA Chief 

Financial Officer 
Dennis Anosike 
said the actual CTA 
deficit for last year is 
much worse than the 
RTA projected— an 
$87 million hole in 
the budget. 

Add to that the 
RTAs projected 
2009 reduction in tax 
revenues for the CTA totaling $155 million, 
which could rise or fall depending on where 
the economy goes, and the CTA is potentially 
staring at red ink totaling $242 million. 

CTA Chairwoman Carole Brown asked 
how the RTA could expect the CTA to do 
anything about controlling costs for last 
year when it’s now almost three months into 
the following year and the RTA is only now 
warning about the 2008 shortfall in collect- 
ing mass transit’s share of sales taxes and real 


estate transfer taxes. 

“We can’t lay people off retroactively or not 
pay suppliers” for inventory already delivered. 
Brown said. 

Many riders appeared unsympathetic to 
the CTA’s plight, especially in light of a fare 
increase this year. Others seemed unable to 
grasp the complexity of the huge numbers 
being tossed around like a fistful of coins 
plunked into a fare box. 

“Doesn’t the CTA know that people are 
out of work and they need to ride to look for 
jobs?” said Andrew Parker as he waited for a 
Pink Line train at the Clinton station. ‘And 
another thing: We can’t afford to pay those 
big CTA salaries no more.” 

Whether it was fueled by more people 
relying on affordable transportation to look 
for work or other factors, CTA ridership 
increased 4 percent in January, the transit 
agency reported Wednesday 

CTA Acting President Dorval Carter Jr. 
said fare-box revenue increased because of 
more riders paying higher fares, but the gain 
had no substantial impact on the transit agen- 
cy’s budget problems, he said. 

RTA chairman Jim Reilly told the transit 
board that he discussed the worsening bud- 
get outlook with then- CTA President Ron 
Huberman beginning in November. 

“The notion that there is anybody on Earth 
who didn’t know in October, November and 
December of 2008 that the economy was col- 
lapsing is preposterous,” Reilly told reporters 
outside the CTA board meeting. “Staffs have

been discussing this since early in the fall.” 

But a document issued by the RTA after 
its board approved the 2009 budget in 
December indicated matters were well under 
control.

Schlickman on Wednesday said he was 
unable to explain the discrepancy between 
the CTA budget shortfalls reported by the 
RTA and the CTA. 

The RTA is at work in a tight credit market 
trying to borrow about $120 million from a 
bank to help the CTA, Schlickman said. 

Schlickman called on CTA officials to pro- 
vide the RTA with an accurate accounting of 
the agency’s predicament, right down to daily 
cash-flow issues. 

Schlickman said he brought an auditor 
with him Wednesday to CTA headquarters 
“in an attempt” to get to the bottom of the 
cash-flow emergency 

Schlickman later said he wasn’t suggest- 
ing that top CTA officials were hiding any- 
thing from the RTA, but he said cooperation 
at lower levels of the transit agency needed 
improvement. 
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Bus video spurs police investigation

According to the clock on the 
video, the police officer spent 
42 seconds ordering the man off 
the bus without success. Then he 
laid hands on him. 

The man, who CTA officials 
said boarded the bus without 
paying the fare, argued with 
the officer and refused to leave. 

Eventually the cop grabbed him, 
called for backup, then struggled 
with him and cursed him until 
two more officers showed up and hustled him away. 

Spencer Thayer, 29, who runs chicagocopwatch.org, 
recorded the incident with a cell phone camera. Soon it 
was on IbuTube, and the Chicago Police Department and 
the Independent Police Review Authority had opened 


investigations into the incident. 

In the video, the man refused to 
leave, slurring his words a bit as he 
insisted he had paid his fare. Thirty 
seconds into the encounter, the 
officer threatened to take him to jail 
if he didn’t move. Finally, he grabbed 
him, shook him and shoved him into 
the window. The man still didn’t 
comply and then stood up. 

The officer started to repeat, “’Vbu 
want to fight me?” as they struggled. 
“Get off this {expletive] bus right 
now!” he shouted as he knocked the man against the 
window again. 

Thayer said he believed the officer should not have 
touched the man before backup arrived. But he was 
reluctant to assign much blame either way 



Solutions to 
CIA’s woes 

Anybody experiencing 
“Doomsday” deja vu? 

“Going Public” certainly is, 
as the CTA— along with Pace 
and Metra— bellies up to bud- 
get woes again, a little more 
than a year after Springfield 
legislators swooped in to try to 
save the transit agencies from 
a $530 million shortfall. 

Now, the CTA again finds 
itself looking down the barrel 
of a projected budget deficit, 
this time to the tune of $242 
million, the Tribune reported. 
In a word: Yipes. 

But let’s look on the brighter 
side. There are possible CTA 
solutions ripe for exploration. “Going Public” talked 
to local mass transit experts to get their takes on this 
latest tragedy coming down the tracks. While our 
experts agreed that a more stable source of state fund- 
ing source is the true key to permanently solving CTA 
woes, they suggested two other ways to save the CTA. 

BYOB: Bring your own bus 

Those jolly red double-decker London Buses, though 
emblematic, have not been in government hands in 
10 years, according to Ian Savage, a faculty member 
in the economics department and the Transportation 
Center of Northwestern University Savage suggested 
the CTA imitate the model, outsourcing its bus oper- 
ations to reduce labor costs and potentially even make 
a profit by leasing its buses to the private entity 
University of Illinois at Chicago expert Joseph 
Dijohn also suggested bus operation privatization as 
a possibility, but only for “lighter-density” routes that 
run late at night or are less used than others. 

“Perhaps sub-contracting with a van or shuttle 
service would save money and improve service,” 
said Dijohn, director of UIC’s Metropolitan 
Transportation Support Initiative. 

Fare play 

Still smarting from the fare hike that went into effect 
January? You might not want to hear this, but the 
CTA may need to increase rates more regularly to reap 
their fare share from riders. Savage and Dijohn said. 

“Their fares have held near constant for at least the 
past 10 years, reducing their revenue while they con- 
tinue to expand service,” said Savage, adding that the 
agency tends to then bump them up in times of bud- 
getary emergency Both he and Dijohn recommended 
modest but incremental increases moving forward, 
coupled with a secure source of state funding.

Authorities are looking for a man police 
said is responsible for three separate sex- 
ual assaults on the Near Northwest Side, 
the most recent of which occurred early 
Wednesday morning in Logan Square. 

The latest attack occurred about 
2:30 a.m. in the 2100 block of North 
Maplewood, when a woman walking 
home from the Western Blue Line was 
grabbed by a man with a knife and forced 
into a secluded area, where he sexually 
assaulted her, police said. 

Detectives believe the same man per- 
petrated two previous assaults in the area, 
because of similarities in the method of 
the attack and the description given by 
the victim, police said Wednesday 

The previous sexual assault occurred on 
Feb. 5 in the 2300 block of West Moffat, 
three blocks away from Wednesday morn- 
ing’s attack. 

Another sexual assault linked to the 
man occurred Sept. 26 of last year in 
the 1700 block of North Marshfield, 
about a mile away from the two February 
assaults. 

The suspect is described by police as 
a black male, 20-30 years old, 5-feet- 6- 
inches to 5-feet-8 tall, 180-200 pounds 
with black hair, brown eyes, a medium 
to dark complexion and a goatee. He was 
described as wearing an oversized dark 
jacket in Wednesday’s assault.

BURRIS’ FUTURE TN QUESTION,’ DURBIN SAYS

In a feisty speech Wednesday in Chicago, Sen. Roland 
Burris defended himself against growing questions and 
multiple probes about the circumstances surrounding 
his appointment by former Gov Rod Blagojevich. 

“If I had done the things I’ve been accused of. I’d be 
too embarrassed to stand up here,” Burris said. 

“Stop the rush to judgment. You know the real 
Roland. I have done nothing wrong and I have abso- 
lutely nothing to hide,” he told the City Club of 
Chicago, a gathering of civic leaders, politicians and 
businesspeople. 

Burris said he would cooperate “in any way I can” 
with a perjury review by the Sangamon County state’s 
attorney into his sworn testimony as well as the pre- 
liminary investigation opened by the Senate Ethics 
Committee. 

“I welcome the scrutiny,” Burris said. 

Burris’ own words are at the center of the firestorm, 
set off by his evolving explanation in a series of sworn 
statements that gradually revealed more and more 
contacts with allies of Blagojevich. 

On Monday night, speaking to reporters in a large- 
ly uninterrupted explanation, Burris disclosed for 
the first time that he had sought unsuccessfully to 
raise money for Blagojevich at the same time he was 


expressing his interest in the Senate seat to a number 
of the governor’s allies. 

The disclosure called into question his longstanding 
assertion that there was never any discussion of him 
doing favors for the governor, who had sole authority 
to decide the appointment to the Senate seat Burris 
coveted. 

Burris said he hopes to be judged in the Senate on 
whether his actions improve the quality of life for citi- 
zens of Illinois. He talked about his early votes in the 
Senate, where he’s served little more than a month. 

Sen. Dick Durbin said Wednesday that Burris’ 
political future “is in question” amid growing concern 
about his contacts with Blagojevich. 

The comments from Durbin, the No. 2 Democrat 
in the Senate, came hours after Burris, his Illinois col- 
league, pleaded with fellow politicians and Illinoisans 
to give him the benefit of the doubt. 

But Durbin, who was traveling on official Senate 
business in Turkey told the Chicago Tribune the daily 
revelations about what Burris did and who he talked to 
among Blagojevich insiders are a serious problem. 

“I am troubled by this, and I hope he will call in 
some advisers he trusts and gets some advice about 
what to do next,” Durbin said of Burris. ‘At this point, 
his future in the Senate seat is in question.”

The housing crisis that 
began last year set many 
other factors in motion 
and helped lead to the 
current, widening reces- 
sion. 

But while talking in 
broad strokes about 
the importance of the 
issue to the economy as 
a whole, the president 
took care not to miss the 
pain that the housing 
problems are causing in 
individual families. 

“The American Dream 
is being tested by a home 
mortgage crisis that not 
only threatens the sta- 
bility of our economy 
but also the stability of 
families and neighborhoods,” he said. “While 
this crisis is vast, it begins just one house and one 
family at a time.” 

More expensive than expected, Obama’s plan 
aims to keep between 7 million and 9 million 
people from foreclosure. Of the nearly 52 mil- 
lion U.S. homeowners with a mortgage, about 
13.8 million, or nearly 27 percent, owe more on 
their mortgage than their house is now worth, 
according to Moody’s economy.com.

Bulls bring back 
center Brad Miller 
in six-piayer trade

The Bulls acquired center Brad 
Miller and John Salmons from the 
Sacramento Kings on Wednesday 
for four players, including for- 
wards Drew Gooden and Andres 
Nocioni. 

Sacramento also got Michael 
Ruffin and Cedric Simmons in 
the deal, but immediately traded 
Ruffin to the Portland Trail Blazers 
for forward Ike Diogu and cash. 

The Bulls gave up some sal- 
ary flexibility to acquire Miller, a 
two-time All-Star who played 105 
games with the Bulls early in his 
career. Although he hasn’t played 
since Jan. 30 because of a hip inju- 
ry, Miller— who’s averaging 11.9 
points and 8.0 rebounds— showed 
flashes of his best game earlier in 
the season. 

Salmons, a versatile swingman 
and Sacramento’s second-leading 
scorer with 18.3 points, also could 
be a prominent contributor for 
the Bulls. The disappointing Bulls 
apparently still are committed to 
chasing a playoff berth despite 
starting the day seven games below 
.500. 

“You always hate to lose good 

guys and good players, and that’s difficult, but we’re adding two guys that we like 
a lot,” Bulls coach Vinny Del Negro said before the team’s game at Milwaukee. “I 
think we’re adding two really good pieces that we’re excited about, and hopefully 
we can get them here soon and get them acclimated as soon as possible.” 

The 32-year-old Miller joined the Kings in 2003 and spent 5V2 years as their 
starting center when he wasn’t slowed by injuries. 

“I’m definitely excited for the opportunity to go home and go to a team that 
I’ve already played for,” said Miller, an Indiana native. “I have a lot of friends and 
family back there. The Bulls are right on the verge of getting into the playoffs, and 
winning is something very important to me right now.” 

Although Miller provides a combination of defensive size and outside shoot- 
ing ability, the Bulls might get an even bigger lift from Salmons, who’s having a 
quietly outstanding year with 4.2 rebounds and 3.7 assists in addition to his steady 
scoring. 

The Bulls didn’t learn they had lost four teammates until the team bus pulled 
away from Chicago for the short trip to Milwaukee. While forward Luol Deng 
seemed dismayed by the trade of Nocioni, his good friend, other Bulls were excited 
by the move, with Ben Gordon saying it shows the franchise’s commitment to a 
playoff run.

About two weeks ago, the father-son team of 
Vijay and Aatish Puniani embarked on an ambi- 
tious mission in the South Loop: Bring Indian 
food to the Chicago masses. 

Their secret weapon? Chutney 
Joe’s, a fast-casual spot with 
a tightly edited menu of 
Indian favorites— basically 
Chipotle for a post-“Slumdog 
Millionaire” America, 

The menu lists just four 
meat dishes and four vegetarian 
dishes (two of which also are vegan), plus a couple 
of appetizers and biryani rice. Though everything 
is prepared daily from fresh ingredients, some 
dishes, like the chicken tikka masala, lack the 
depth we expect from made-from-scratch Indian, 
and the naan suffers from lack of a tandoori oven 
(it’s also one of the only menu items not made 
in-house). Other dishes, like the lamb rogan josh, 
could hold their own on Devon Avenue, 

Don’t worry about going back to the office 
in a sweat. Heat levels are moderate, though a 
few dishes, including the pork vindaloo, man- 
age to deliver a healthy kick, F it’s too much for 
you, every table is set with a card of tips on how 


to cut the heat: “Mix with rice” or ‘Add yogurt 
sauce,” Unless you’ve been keeping to a diet 
of nothing but hamburger buns and 2 percent 
milk, you’ll likely find it a bit rudimentary But 
the Punianis haven’t missed anything in 
their effort to recruit the uninitiated. 
Even the ordering process eliminates 
some of the guesswork involved with 
the typically lengthy menus at tradition- 
al Indian spots. It’s set up sort of like an 
Indian buffet, except you’re not the one 
loading up your plate, and there are no 
belt-busting return trips. 

For $5,99, you can order a de$i bowl (any dish 
over basmati rice) or plate (any dish with naan), 
but the best— and most popu- 
lar-deal is the $7,99 create-a- 
meal combo, which includes any 
two dishes plus rice or naan and 
as many chutneys as you’d like on 
the side. At prices like these.

Dirty! 
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Brides shop 
on a budget

After visiting two boutiquey bridal salons in Chicago, Marti Fernandez knew the 
chemistry just wasn’t there. “They were so sterile and unwelcoming,” said the 26- 
year-old spa owner, whose wedding is July ii. “One wouldn’t let me take pictures of 
[a gown], and how am I supposed to order it if my mom can’t see it? I asked myself, 
‘Why am I putting myself through this? It’s not that fabulous!’ ” 


Other brides are drawing a similar conclusion as they shop for gowns in an era 
when not just cash, but also time, is precious. They want to do away with the 
epic, angst-filled order-and-wait tradition. “I’m the bride who wants to do 
it in one day and get it done,” Fernandez said. 

Which brings us to her third stop: White Chicago, an upscale, gal- 
lery-like consignment shop in River North (222 W Huron St., 312- 
397-1571, whitechicago.com) that sells new, sample and once-wed 
designer gowns for a fraction of the retail price. For her Indian/ 

American wedding— her fiance is Indian— Fernandez found a 
designer gown there for “less than half the price I expected it 
to be.” She will change into it after her ceremony, for which she 
is wearing a maroon lehenga. Her gown budget was $5,000. “I 
got both for under $3,000.” 

Whatever the budget, wise brides can whittle the white-gown 
process into a cheaper, faster one— and still get a dress of their 
dreams. Here are five fresh ways to do so.

Buy secondhand, online 

In April, White Chicago is adding Web sales 
with whitexchange.com, upholding the same 
premium standards for consignment gowns 
that the store has. (The gown must be more 
than $1,500 retail, less than 3 years old and 
have its designer labels intact.) 

Beyond eBay, another online source for 
gowns is the wittily named I Do Now I Don’t 
(idonowidont.com), hatched out of one guy’s 
broken engagement. Mainly a source of luxu- 
ry engagement rings sold auction-style, it also 
carries some dresses. 

Drop the word “wedding” 
from your shopping vocabulary 

The line between bridal and evening gowns 
is blurring. 

“Type Tong white dress’ on Google, because 
once you call it a wedding dress, the price 


goes really high,” y 

said Andrea Linett, 
creative director for ^ 

Lucky magazine. “People 
didn’t used to make evening 
dresses that are white; now they’re 
all over the place.” 

Check out sites like edressme.com or 
promdressshop.com. Dare to enter the prom 
dress sections at department stores. Peruse 
the bridesmaid dresses at department stores 
or specialty shops like David’s Bridal and ask 
if they come in an ivory color. 

Go vintage and restyle 

Take another look at Mom’s or Grandma’s 
gown and consider the possibilities for restyl- 
ing.

Does anyone hear just one wedding bell? 
That’s right, even brides-to-be 
are re-evaluating their bud- 
gets in this recession. 

About 25 percent of 
couples plan to slice 
their wedding bud- 
gets in half, and i in 10 
intend to cut back costs 
by 75 percent, according 
to a nationwide survey 
recently released by retail- 
er David’s Bridal. Does that 
mean open bar for just 20 min- 
utes? 

The “What’s on Brides’ Minds” poll 
also revealed that 53 percent do not 


plan to spend more than $25,000. The 
Association for Wedding Professionals 
estimates that in 2008 the aver- 
age wedding cost $21,000 
to $24,000, although the 
Association of Bridal 
Consultants puts the fig- 
ure closer to $35,000. A 
significant 34 percent of 
brides- to-be have a much 
lower figure in mind, tell- 
ing pollsters that they do 
not plan to spend more than 
$10,000 on a wedding.

Cut the extras— 
but not too much

Many items can be cut from a wedding budget and most guests will not notice. 

“There are extras you absolutely don’t need,” said event planner Kara Underwood, owner 
of Magnificent Milestones in Chicago. 

Cut party favors, she suggested, because they are often left behind or ignored by the 
guests. Even though the wedding industry promotes party favors as a tradition adored by 
guests, they “also cheapen the table,” Underwood said. 

Many other items can be crossed off the list. Here are 10 common wedding items, with 
advice on what to keep and what to cut. 


CUT IT KEEP IT 



Ceremony decor: Flowers and elaborate 
decorations are not needed. “Most churches 
or venues are beautiful on their own,” 
Underwood said. Add in the bridal party and 
bouquets, she said, and decorations will not 
be noticed. 

Late-night snack: Serving a 10:30 p.m. snack 
has become trendy, but Underwood said this 
pulls guests off the dance floor at the height 
of the party. “Totally unnecessary,” she said. 

Two dresses: TV 

brides are wearing one 
dress to the ceremony 
and a second to the 
reception. Underwood 
said this idea should be 
cut. “Most brides don’t 
have the budget for 
that.” 

Personalized napkins: “It’s the same as 
favors: It’s out and not worth your money,” 
Underwood said. 

Elaborate centerpieces: Couples should 
not feel obligated to have pricey floral 
centerpieces at each table. Underwood said 
she sees many weddings with candles used 
as centerpieces. 

Pricey paper: Engraved stationery with the 
bride’s maiden and married names is old- 
fashioned. Des Plaines’ Erin Sarris, 25, who 
married in November, didn’t bother with 
either. She also didn’t spend money on a 
save-the-date card and instead created a free 
wedding Web site at ewedding.com. 




Nice invitations: For guests who can’t make 
the event, Underwood said this is their one 
interaction with the wedding. “Even if you’re 
on a budget, you can still use colors and get 
your guests excited,” she said.

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The champagne toast: “I wouldn’t cut a 
champagne toast. [Champagne] goes hand 
and hand with a good toast,” Underwood 
said. 

The bar package: “Being greeted with a drink 
is key,” Underwood said. Brides on a budget 
can offer an open bar during the cocktail 
hour but switch to wine service during dinner. 
Another option is to offer just beer, wine and 
a signature drink that matches the season, 
Underwood said. 

The photographer or 
videographer: While 
a photographer or 
videographer should 
be kept, ditch the posed 
family photos that take 
time away from the 
party. Underwood said 
that the posed family 
shots are not very common and that couples 
now prefer candid photos.

Choose an alternative metal 

Platinum certainly has come down in price, 
but palladium and white gold are much 
cheaper. Palladium costs 75 percent less 
and white gold is 45 percent less than plati- 
num, said Summer Krecke, deputy editor of 
weddingchannel.com. 

“If you are wearing the ring, no one’s going 
to be able to tell the difference,” she said. 

Consider one ring 

Many women are choosing a ring that can 
serve as an engagement ring and wedding 
ring, regardless of budget constraints, said 
Harry Glinberg, a graduate jeweler gemolo- 
gist in Wauwatosa, Wis. 

“Initially it’s going to cost you more because 
you’re paying for more,” Krecke said. “'You’re 
really saving money in the end.” 

Consider a clarity-enhanced 
diamond 

There’s no such thing as a completely flawless 
diamond, but a clarity-enhanced diamond is 
50 percent to 60 percent cheaper than a natu- 
ral, nice-looking diamond, Glinberg said. On 
a clarity-enhanced diamond, the fractures or 
inclusions are filled. 

Make sure a graduate gemologist looks 
at whatever diamond you are purchasing, 
Glinberg said. Unfortunately, not all jewelers 
are honest, and they may try to pass a clarity- 
enhanced diamond as natural. 

Upgrade later 

If you’re really short on funds, purchase a 
cubic zirconia ring and upgrade later, Glinberg 
said. He advises against Mossainite, a mineral 
that looks similar to a diamond. 

“It’s less expensive than a natural diamond 


but still pricey for a fake diamond,” he said. 

He said it’s better to wait and spend money 
on the real thing. 

Go for a colored stone 

spend 10 percent of the cost of a diamond 
and purchase a colored stone, such as a ruby, 
emerald or sapphire, Glinberg said. Princess 
Diana chose an oval blue sapphire engage- 
ment ring, though hers was surrounded with 
14 small diamonds. (It also was 18 carats.) 

“They have that sparkle,” said Krecke 
about colored stones. “If you’re looking at 
yellow sapphires, it looks like a canary dia- 
mond.” 

Consider nontraditional 
diamonds 

Krecke said she has seen a lot of brides opt- 
ing for halo diamond engagement rings, with 
small diamonds circling a larger stone. 

“It’s more cost-efficient. It’s timeless and 
it’s still just as beautiful,” she said. 

She said raw or uncut diamonds are a great 
option for an individualist. A small rough- cut 
diamond ring costs as little as $600, she said. 

“They have this really beautiful brown 
tone that ranges from champagne to light 
cognac,” she said. “It really falls under this 
whole organic trend we’re seeing.” 

Go for a smaller carat 

There are some brides who won’t be happy 
unless a ring is one or two carats, Krecke said. 
But even a slightly smaller carat can save you 
money at the register. Purchasing a .90 -carat 
diamond over a i-carat diamond can save you 
$1,000, she said. 

‘And who’s going to know the difference 
other than your jeweler?”

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Sister Souljah ponders love

She is the literary hero of the hip-hop generation. 
Sister Souljah— best-selling author, activist, educator, 
mother and wife— is touring the country promoting 
her latest novel, “Midnight: A Gangster Love Story” 

Born and raised in a public housing community in 
the Bronx in Newltbrk, she broke out of poverty after 
attending an advanced placement summer program 
at Cornell University Later, while attending Rutgers, 
she began writing opinion pieces. Her commentary 
eventually led to a rap music career and sometimes 
controversial commentaries on race relations. 

Sister Souljah recently chatted about her new 
book, its African-Asian love story and its hero, a 
Sudanese immigrant called Midnight. 

Was it a challenge to speak in a male voice in this 
story? 

If you’re a great writer, then you should be a great 
listener and you should be a great observer, and so I 
think when a good writer sits down to write, they’re 
able to recall certain nuances of particular groups 
of people or races or genders or cultures. You have 
to abandon yourself and write who the character is. 
If you aspire to be a great writer, a powerful writer, 
you have to be able to come out of your space, out 
of your shoes and literally jump into someone else’s 
whether it’s male or female or black or white. 


Of the many African countries, why did you focus on a 
family from the Sudan? 

Since I was a student, I always was concerned about 
African images here in the school systems, the cur- 
riculum and the media. They were always dirty and 
tragic and focused on war, death, poverty hunger, 
disease and animals. I wanted to tell the truth about 
African culture, which meant I wanted to show 
that in every single African country there was a 
culture that came before war, that came before 
tragedy poverty and even the animals. 

Why is the book subtitled, *A Gangster Love Story.” 
Midnight is not a gangster. 

He wasn’t. It’s not subtitled, ‘A Gangster’s Love 
Story” It’s ‘A Gangster Love Story” He would do 
anything for his mother, his sister, for his woman. 
His love was gangster. 

Are there any tips you’d give to other women? 

It’s important to always learn, always be in the 
process of learning something and to not waste 
your time. To not spend a lot of time watching 
television, gossiping or just wasting time. From a 
young age, find out what you like and begin the 
process of perfecting your talents and skills so 
you’re putting yourself in a position of being able 
to own your own business.
